"  The  vast  slope  of  sand  has  been  blown  upwards  by  easterly  winds 
from  the  shore  of  the  bay  to  the  height  of  six  hundred  feet,  and  rests 
(at  an  angle  of  30°)  on  masses  of  fallen  rock,  and  the  series  of  finely 
laminated  strata  of  sandstone.  These  were  formed  on  the  shore  and 
gradually  elevated  against  the  cliff*  of  the  Signal  Station  Hill.  The 
indentation  in  the  narrow  ridge  above  is  called  '  La  Quebradn,'  or 
broken  ground.  The  axis  extends  southwards  to  the  Sugarloaf  Hill 
(Pan  d'Assucar)  whose  precipices  ri^e  to  the  height  of  1470  feet  above 
the  sea  level,  crowned  by  O'Hnra's  Tower.  The  strata  of  this  southern 
hill,  composed  of  secondary  (Jurassic.)  limestone,  are  elevated  at  an 
angle  of  60°.  The  caves  and  fissures  contain  '  Bone- Breccia '  and 
calcareous  deposits.  The  rocks  are  overgrown  with  Palmito  (chamserops 
humilis)  and  cactus  opuntia,  or  prickly  pear.  Genoese  fishermen  occupy 
the  small  village  on  the  beach."

"  His  palace  had  seldom  presented  a  gayer  or  more  scandalous 
appearance  than  on  the  evening  of  the  first  of  February,  1685.  Some 
grave  persons  who  had  gone  thither,  after  the  fashion  of  that  age,  to  pay 
their  duty  to  their  sovereign,  and  who  had  expected  that,  on  such  a  day, 
his  court  would  wear  a  decent  appearance,  were  struck  with  astonish- 
ment. 

"  The  grand  gallery  of  Whitehall,  an  admirable  relic  of  the  magni- 
ficence of  the  Tudors,  was  crowded  with  revellers  and  gamblers.

This  oblong  picture  shows  a  piece  of  country  when  under  water,  and 
while  a  turbid  stream  rushes  among  trees,  ferns,  haystacks,  and  hedge- 
rows, a  sturdy  little  baby,  who  has  been  floated  out  of  his  mother's 
cottage  garden,  where  all  else  has  gone  to  wreck,  lies  ensconced  safely 
among  his  bed  clothes,  plays  with  his  own  fingers,  and  seems  not  the 
worse  for  his  perilous  voyage.  His  ark  is  an  old-fashioned  box  cradle 
of  wood,  within  which  probably  his  grandfather  and  great  grandfather 
passed  part  of  their  infancy.  His  fellow  voyager,  a  lively  black  kitten 
whose  distress  and  interest  in  the  situation  are  thoroughly  marked. 
The  babe  unconsciously  goes  on  his  way,  and  turns  laughing  and 
delighted,  as  the  ark  approaches  a  tree  where  the  goldfincbes  flutter 
in  the  boughs,  which  glitter  with  drops  of  rain  or  heavy  dew.  The 
warm  pale  olive  tint  of  the  wintry  atmosphere,  true  as  it  is  to  the 
effect  of  autumnal  evening,  supplies  a  great  charm  to  the  effect  of  the 
picture.  In  the  distance  is  the  flooded  village  ;  the  father  of  the  little 
one  approaches  to  the  rescue  in  a  punt  on  the  stream,  which  has  risen, 
half-way  up  the  haystacks,  and  yellow  with  its  charge  of  earth,  rushes 
and  swirls  swiftly.  A  pig  has  been  floated  out  of  its  home,  and  makes 
its  way  as  well  as  it  can.  Beyond  the  village,  trees  rise  with  uplands, 
and  a  mist  veils  the  distance.
